Additional prior art is Kristinsson et al. (US Patent 6,136,039); Haberman (US Patent 
5,888,216); and Norvell (US Patent 5,658,354), which all teach forming liners for a prosthesis, but do not 
teach forming a flexible liner by selecting a sleeve preform of generally conical or cylindrical shape, which 
has a closed end of rounded shape, heating the sleeve preform until it softens, slipping the sleeve preform 
over the stump or stump replica, and matching the shape of the softened sleeve preform to the stump.
